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A mixed bag 
for retailers 
as shoppers 
flock to cash 
in at the sales

TENS of thousands of bargain-hunters 
flocked to the county’s shopping centres 
and high streets for the Boxing Day sales 
- with one eager family arriving at 1 am to 
start queuing ahead of the expected rush. 

And perhaps they were right to, with 
3,000 eager shoppers arriving before 
7am to snap up bargains at Bluewater 
which saw its record numbers of shop¬ 
pers in 2011 beaten this year, with 
130,000 visitors through its doors. 

But while some appeared to put aus¬ 
terity measures on hold, others remained 
cautious. 

One major shopping complex reported 
a significant dip in visitor numbers com¬ 
pared to last year - suggesting while the 
bigger venues may cash in, many oth¬ 
ers could still be left counting the cost. 

This was blamed on Britain’s sale cul¬ 


ture where prices are slashed through¬ 
out the year, unlike in the past when 
sales were reserved for just January and 
June - traditionally peak trading times 
for retailers. 

Tom Price, general manager of West- 
wood Cross in Broadstairs - which saw 
17,000 visitors, a 12 per cent drop in 
footfall compared to last Boxing Day - 
said this sales culture was now water¬ 
ing down the January rush. 

He said: “People are so used to sales 
throughout the year and sales being on 
all the time, they don’t feel the need to 
rush out on Boxing Day - it dilutes it. 

“Shops were holding sales before 
Christmas this year. There’s always a lot of 
hype about Boxing Day sales. There’s still 
the feeding frenzy at the bigger stores.” 

High street chain Next saw people 
queuing from 3.30am for a 6am open¬ 
ing at the Broadstairs shopping centre

Queuing begins at lam in Boxing Day sales frenzy

and at Bluewater some 2,000 
shoppers were chomping at the 
bit to get to its sales rails. 

Bluewater bosses, who re¬ 
ported around 900,000 visi¬ 
tors in the week before Christ¬ 
mas, were celebrating 130,000 
visitors on Boxing Day. 

General manager Robert 
Goodman said the early morn¬ 
ing rush this year was one of 
the busiest starts ever at Blue¬ 
water for Boxing Day sales. 


“It was as busy as ever at 
Bluewater, with guests queu¬ 
ing from lam to secure a bar¬ 
gain the minute the first store 
opened at 6am,” he said. 

“The post-Christmas period 
is our busiest of all, with around 
900,000 visitors expected to 
visit Bluewater in the days be¬ 
tween Boxing Day and New 
Year’s Eve.” 

Christmas Eve footfall was 
also up 20 per cent on last year 
at the centre as shoppers 


rushed around in a last minute 
panic to snap up presents for 
family and friends. 

Bosses at Hempstead Valley 
shopping centre near Gilling¬ 
ham were unable to provide 
Boxing Day visitor numbers, but 
said they expected good trad¬ 
ing over the Christmas period. 

Speaking to KoS ahead of the 
pre-Christmas weekend rush, 
centre manager Mark Rumfitt 
said the Christmas trading pe¬ 
riod sales and footfall were both 


running behind last year, but 
he was hopeful the last-minute 
rush would push figures up. 

“Sales are expected to be 
around one per cent up on last 
year over the Christmas period 
but with inflation running at 
2.7 per cent the volume of sales 
is expected to be down,” he 
said. “It has been a difficult 
year for retail as customers 
have kept a tight control on ex¬ 
penditure, there is still a lack of 
confidence and optimism in the 


economy and customers are fo¬ 
cused on getting the best value 
they can.” 

Business recovery firm Beg- 
bies Traynor reported this week 
that many UK retailers were in 
a “critical” financial condition, 
despite Christmas being their 
peak trading time. 

It warned there could be a 
rising number of retail insol¬ 
vencies in 2013, including 
both independent shops and 
national and regional chains.

Charity takes action to bridge age gap 
as cancer treatment denied to elderly

OLDER cancer patients in Kent are be¬ 
ing urged to ask vital questions about 
their care following a damning survey 
which found ageism was stopping some 
from getting vital NHS treatment. 

Macmillan Cancer Support released 
the shocking findings earlier this month, 
showing 45 per cent of heath profes¬ 
sionals had dealt with a cancer patient 
who had been refused treatment on the 
grounds they were too old. 

Around 13,645 over-75s in Kent are 
diagnosed with cancer every five years. 

The recent findings have prompted 
the charity to publish a booklet, Cancer 
and Older People, listing essential ques¬ 
tions elderly people should ask when 
being seen by health professionals. 

They include questions about treat¬ 
ment options and the pros and cons, 
asking how to get practical and finan¬ 
cial help and what to do if they are not 
happy with the care they are receiving. 

General manager for Macmillan Can¬ 
cer Support, Carol Fenton, said age was 
too common a factor in cancer treat¬ 
ment recommendations. 

“Two people of the same age may 
have very different needs and will cope 


with cancer treatments differently, ” she 
said. “One 78-year-old may be bed- 
bound, while another may take part in 
half marathons. As such, they should 
be treated as individuals.” 

The charity’s 75-page advice booklet 
sets out what older cancer patients 
should expect and what their rights are, 
from diagnosis through to treatment by 
GPs, hospitals and other services. 

The booklet states ‘your age should 
not stop you from being offered many of 
the available treatments for cancer’. 

Macmillan’s poll also found that as

well as some older cancer patients being 
refused treatment, they were also spo¬ 
ken to in a condescending way. 

The survey’s findings, the charity 
said, echoed those of a recent report 
published by the Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons and Department of Health, which 
suggested that some health profession¬ 
als make age-based assumptions about 
people’s ability to tolerate treatment. 

Around 50 per cent of all cancers di¬ 
agnosed in the UK every year are in the 
over 70s. 

Macmillan said the UK has some of 


the worst cancer survival rates in Eu¬ 
rope for older people and that they are 
also less likely to receive treatment than 
their younger counterparts. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt said it 
was “shocking and wrong to deny peo¬ 
ple treatment because of their age”. 

“This is why we have made it illegal,” 
he said. “However, we agree more needs 
to be done to improve treatment for 
cancer patients over 70 - which is why 
we worked with Macmillan on this re¬ 
port to understand how to address this. 

“Our ambition is to be the best in Eu¬ 
rope for cancer care and we are com¬ 
mitted to improving survival rates. We 
are investing more than £750 million 
over four years to improve cancer serv¬ 
ices and outcomes.” 

Over a five-year period, around 
13,645 over-75s were diagnosed with 
cancer: in Dartford 685; Medway 
1,690; Tonbridge and Mailing 865; 
Maidstone 1,190; Swale 930; Canter¬ 
bury 1,465; Dover 1,055; Gravesham 
695; Thanet 1,500; Shepway 1,015; 
Tunbridge Wells 830; Sevenoaks 920; 
and Ashford 805.

Archbishop hits back over 
claims of UK’s lack of faith 


DR ROWAN Williams delivered 
his final Christmas sermon 
at Canterbury Cathedral this 
week - and called on the nation 
to ‘join the human race'. 

The exiting Archbishop of 
Canterbury delivered his 
traditional Christmas Day 
address by defending his faith 
in the light of the recent 
findings of the 2011 census, 
but did acknowledge the 
Church has seen its credibility 
damanged by the recent vote 
rejecting women bishops. 

Dr Williams said: "Fifty-nine 
per cent of British people 
describe themselves as 
Christians, so the census 
informed us a couple of weeks 
ago; 12 per cent down from ten 
years ago. 

"There was, of course, great 
delight from a couple of 
secularist organisations. But if I 
were a member of the British 
Humanist Association, I might 
want to pause before I became 
too excited. 

"It remains true that three 
quarters of the public still 
want to identify themselves as 
having a religious faith of some 
kind. And what the census 
doesn't and probably can't 
measure is exactly how those

who don't identify as religious 
think about religion. Do they 
never give it a thought? Do 
they wish they could believe 
something? Do they see it as a 
problem or as a resource in 
society? 

"In the deeply painful 
aftermath of the Synod's vote 
last month, what was startling 
was how many people who 
certainly wouldn't have said 
yes to the census question 


turned out to have a sort of 
investment in the Church, a 
desire to see the Church 
looking credible and a real 
sense of loss when — as they 
saw it — the Church failed to 
sort its business out. 

"There are a lot more 
questions to ask before we 
could possibly assume that the 
census figures told us that 
faith was losing its hold on 
society. 

"But —and here is the 
challenging thing — what if 
those figures had been worse? 
What if they get worse in the 
next few years? Should we 
conclude that faith in general 
and Christian faith in particular 
had had its day and that we 
should give up on it? 

"The answer has to be a 
resounding 'no'. We might feel 
that we had made a poor job of 
communicating it, we might 
regret the enormous loss to 
public life and public service 
involved in the weakening of 
faith. But we simply could not 
conclude that faith had 
suddenly become impossible 
or incredible." 

Dr Williams will be replaced 
as Archbishop by Dr Justin 
Welby, the Bishop of Durham.

Councils need to do ‘more for less’ 
as budget cuts threaten services

CASH-STRAPPED councils are “bearing the 
brunt” of public spending cuts, putting crucial 
services at risk. 

That’s the grim warning from local authority 
chiefs, who say councils are vital to Britain’s 
economic recovery. It follows the announce¬ 
ment of the latest Government spending cuts to 
councils. 

In what is being described as a “watershed 
moment” for town halls, local government 
secretary Eric Pickles said everyone had to con¬ 
tribute during austerity and councils needed to 
do “more for less”. 

Of Kent’s district and borough councils, and 
county and unitary councils, eight have seen a 
reduction in central government funding. 

It means tightening belts even more and po¬ 
tentially more cuts to services as they desperate¬ 
ly try to make savings. 

And it comes just after some town halls un¬ 
veiled already reduced budgets for 2013/14. 

In September, Kent County Council launched a 
budget consultation, with finance chiefs admit¬ 
ting they needed to find £60 million in savings 
over the next financial year. This included the 
possibility of slashing adult social care by more 
than £18m and vulnerable children’s services 
by £3m. 

Leader of Kent County Council, Paul Carter, 
said the latest cut of 1.9 per cent from Whitehall 
means additional savings need to be found. 

He said: “The reality looks as though we’re go¬ 
ing to have to find another £15m, taking that up 
to £75m. 

“We really have driven out and explored every 
area of efficiency. We have reduced the number 
of staff at KCC by some 1,500 full-time staff. We 
have really cut back on these costs to the bone. 

“Finding this £15m is not going to be easy. We 
are determined that we will do that - and pre¬ 
serve good quality frontline services and freeze 
council tax for the third consecutive year. ” 

Other councils face the same challenge with 
Medway seeing a 1.5 per cent reduction; Canter¬ 
bury one per cent; Dover also one per cent; Sev- 
enoaks 1.8 per cent; Shepway 1.3 per cent; 
Swale 0.6 per cent; and Thanet 3.7 per cent. 

With council budgets running well into the 
millions, these deceptively low reductions will 
amount to huge spending gaps for already strug¬ 
gling local authorities.

CHIEF executive of the Rural Services 
Network, Graham Biggs, said he was 


Council chiefs in Thanet said, based on their 
own figures, the cut actually amounted to 7.4 
per cent - much higher than the 3.7 per cent 
specified by the Government. 

A spokesman said, however, that things were 
not as bleak as they seemed. 

“As TDC had modelled its budget assuming a 
cut of 10.1 per cent, the cut is actually smaller 
than that we had been prepared for,” he said. 

While more than half of our councils were get¬ 
ting down to work on how to tackle the latest 
blow, six were welcoming budget increases. 

Ashford saw a pleasing 3.9 per cent; Dartford 
0.3 per cent; Gravesham 0.6 per cent; Maidstone 
1.6 per cent; Tonbridge and Mailing 0.3 per 
cent; and Tunbridge Wells 1.6 per cent. 

Local government secretary Mr Pickles said 
this latest shake-up in council funding would 
create a shift in spending power where 70 per 
cent of town hall income would be raised locally 
compared to 56 per cent under the centrally dis¬ 
tributed system. 

“Councils must keep doing their bit to tackle 
the inherited budget deficit because they ac¬ 
count for a quarter of all public spending and still 
get through more than £114 billion of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money each year,” he said.

The 
fact he was able to prove a 
majority of MPs support a cut 
in the EU budget should bolster 
the Prime Minister’s negotiat¬ 
ing position in Europe because 
it is now clear even a freeze in 
the EU budget - let alone a rise 
- could not be carried in the 
House of Commons."

It found that predominantly rural Local 
authorities would see an average 3.81 per 
cent reduction in formula funding compared 
to a 2.04 per cent reduction for urban 
authorities. 

Mr Biggs said: "This is a body blow for rural 
councils already struggling to provide 
services to countryside communities. 

"Even before these reductions, urban areas 
received about half as much more funding 
per head than rural areas. This settlement 
further widens the gap. 

"Rural residents already pay more council 
tax for fewer services because of historic 
government underfunding, so the settlement 
is very bad news for the countryside."

But the injuries he suffered in the 
daring rescue were so extensive that 
military doctors expected him to die. 

Officials prematurely sent his wife a 


telegram informing her that her 
husband had been killed in action. 

Sgt Traynor went on to recover and 
was reunited with his wife. But his Army 
career was over - his injuries were such 
that they led to him being discharged. 

William Traynor died in the Buckland 
Hospital, Dover, on October 20,1954, 
and was buried in Charlton Cemetery.

THE Victoria Cross awarded to 
a war hero who risked his life 
to save a comrade during a 
fierce battle, has sold at auc¬ 
tion for £192,000 after it was 
put under the hammer by his 
family. 

Sergeant William Traynor, 
who lived in both Sevenoaks 
and Dover, was so badly hurt 
during the rescue that the War 
Office mistakenly told his wife 
he had died in the fight, which 
took place during the Boer War 
in South Africa. 

Just after 3 am on February 
6, 1901, 2,000 Boer soldiers 
launched a surprise attack on 
the British camp at a place 
called Bothwell. 

They set horses loose to run 
wild through the tents to make 
the troops think they were un¬ 
der attack from the cavalry. 

Many died in their beds be¬ 
fore they had even dressed to 
respond to the attack. Some 24 
officers were killed and 5 3 were 
badly wounded. 

The London Gazette, dated 
September 17 1901, recog¬ 


nised the bravery of Sergeant 
William Bernard Traynor, 2nd 
Bn, Prince of Wales’s Own 
(West Yorkshire) Regiment. 

It stated: “During the night 
attack... Sgt Traynor jumped 


out of a trench and ran out un¬ 
der an extremely heavy fire to 
the assistance of a wounded 
man. While running out he 
was severely wounded, and be¬ 
ing unable to carry the man by 


himself he called for assistance. 
Lance Corporal Lintott at once 
came to him and between them 
they carried the wounded sol¬ 
dier into shelter. 

“After this, although severe¬ 


ly wounded, Sgt Traynor re¬ 
mained in command of his sec¬ 
tion, and was most cheerful, 
encouraging his men till the at¬ 
tack failed. ” 

The medal was acquired by 


an anonymous person, but it is 
believed it will be publically 
displayed at some time in the 
future. It went for a “hammer 
price” of £160,000 but an ad¬ 
ditional £32,000 was charged 
in fees to the buyer. The buyer 
also obtained three other deco¬ 
rations, The Queen’s South Af¬ 
rica Medal, awarded for the 
war and commemorative ones 
struck for two coronations. 

David Erskine-Hill, from spe¬ 
cialist medal auctioneers Dix 
Noonan and Webb, said: “As is 
oft forgotten, the Victoria Cross 
is as much issued for saving life 
as it is for taking it. 

“And the gallantry displayed 
by William Traynor at Both¬ 
well was a classic example of 
the former. 

“He rescued a wounded com¬ 
rade under a murderous fire at 
night, himself taking hits in the 
chest and a thigh. His case has 
all the drama one might expect 
of a VC action.” 

The Victoria Cross is the 
highest military decoration for 
courage on the battlefield and 
only 1,351 have been awarded 
in the 156 years since it was 
first instigated.

Don’t suffer physical or 
mental abuse in silence

A VICTIM of domestic abuse 
has urged others suffering at 
the hands of a partner to speak 
out for the new year and say 
“enough is enough”. 

Historically, the festive sea¬ 
son is one of the times of the 
year when domestic abuse in¬ 
creases as families struggle 
with financial pressures com¬ 
bined with increased drinking. 

These aggravating factors 
mean while most of us cele¬ 
brate, others are subjected to 
horrific abuse, suffering in si¬ 
lence and wishing the festivi¬ 
ties to be over. In a bid to help 
those victims, Kent Police is ad¬ 
vising people to recognise signs 
of domestic abuse and for vic¬ 
tims to report it. 

A 20-year-old woman, from 
Gravesham, who was subject¬ 
ed to violence, has thrown her 
weight behind the drive. 

She was assaulted by her ex¬ 
partner, who was jailed after 
she reported it to police.

“I went through it a number 
of times before I called the po¬ 
lice. I just thought ‘enough is 
enough’,” she said. 

“I had a lot of help from po¬ 
lice and they put me in contact 
with support groups. To have 
somebody who listens and un¬ 
derstands you is a nice feeling. 

“It’s stressful, but it’s the best 
thing I could have done and the 


right thing in the long term.” 

Police are encouraging vic¬ 
tims of verbal or physical abuse 
to report it, as well as perpetra¬ 
tors to take responsibility for 
their actions. They are also ad¬ 
vising family and friends to re¬ 
port domestic abuse incidents 
on behalf of a victim. 

DS Tim Smith, head of the 
public protection unit, said: 
“I’d encourage anyone suffer¬ 
ing from abuse to report it. You 
may be feeling frightened, but 
you are not alone. 

“There are a number of agen¬ 
cies and support groups which 
can offer support and we have 
trained officers who can pro¬ 
vide advice at a time and place 
convenient for you.” 

A new multi-agency website 
www.domesticabuseservices. 
org.uk has been set up to pro¬ 
vide victims, family and friends, 
young people and potential of¬ 
fenders with advice on dealing 
with and reporting abuse. 

Users can find support groups 
where they live, as well as de¬ 
tails of a range of organisations.

First aiders save heart attack 
victim sky diver at 12,000ft

THERE was drama in the skies 
above Kent as a veteran parachut¬ 
ist suffered a heart attack just sec¬ 
onds before he was due to plunge 
thousands of feet from an aircraft. 

More than 12,000ft in the air 
above Headcorn Airfield, 74-year- 
old Dave Coveney collapsed as he 
prepared to jump from the plane. 

The grandfather from Kings- 
wood, Ashford, was attended in 
the air by the three parachute in¬ 
structors on duty, Bernard Devine, 
Del Hopkins and Clem Quinn. 

Thankfully, just days earlier 
the trio had received first aid and 
defibrillator training from Kent 
and East Sussex Air Ambulance 
staff and were able to perform 
CPR on Mr Coveney as the plane 
descended. 

On landing, the parachute team 
LIFE-SAVING: Parachute chief instructor Peter Sizer, was met by chief instructor Peter 
Air Ambulance clinical manager Rob Wilkinson and Sizer carrying a defibrillator, 
parachute instructor Clem Quinn with a defibrillator The device was used four times 



to shock Mr Coveney’s heart into 
re-starting before an ambulance 
arrived and the veteran sky-diver 
was taken to hospital. 

Parachute instructor Clem 
Quinn said: “The defibrillator was 
absolutely brilliant and I’m totally 
converted to them. It’s like having 
an expert suddenly appear on the 
scene and it was very reassuring. ” 

Kent and East Sussex Ambu¬ 
lance’s clinical manager Rob 
Wi lk i n son gave first aid and train¬ 
ing to Headcorn Airfield staff days 
before the incident. 

He said: “Without the willing¬ 
ness of the staff at Headcorn Air¬ 
field to have this training and use 
it so rapidly and appropriately, 
this man would not be alive. 

“Training is routinely provided 
to around 20 members of staff at 
the airfield and we’re really pleased 
it has paid off. It demonstrates an¬ 
other aspect of the Air Ambu¬ 
lance’s life-saving work.” 

Mr Coveney is now recovering 
at home with his family.

Treehouse is an unusual hideaway

SHARING space with the branches,

Standing six metres off the 
ground the unique structure was 
created by Chris Whalley, 43, from 
Blean, near Canterbury. And it 
looks like something which could 
easily have been featured in Chan¬ 
nel 4’s hit show Grand Designs. 

Dubbed the Treehouse Hidea¬ 
way, it may be a little different to 
the version you were used to as a 
child. 

The hideaway comes fully kitted 
out with a plasma TV, full kitchen 
facilities, a luxury bathroom, dou¬ 
ble bedroom and even a jacuzzi. 

“I got the idea when I was sitting 
in a hot tub with my wife Michelle, ” 
said Mr Whalley. “I remember say¬ 
ing ‘I'm a bit bored - but I’ve got a 
really good idea’.

“The treehouse came from my 
imagination, with a bit of influence 
from films like Tomb Raider, Ju- 
manji, Indiana Jones and Lord of 
the Rings. 

“I had an idea of what I wanted, a 
rustic look with no straight lines 
and pieces of tree coming out of the 
walls. Contemporary designs soon 
date - but rustic is constantly ap¬ 
pealing and trees will always be 
with us.” 

Mr Whalley was responsible for 


all the work - apart from the 
electrics - which went into design¬ 
ing and building the holiday home. 

“I started digging the founda¬ 
tions by hand and poured in recy¬ 
cled concrete to anchor the struc¬ 
ture itself,” he said. 

“Then I bolted a steel frame to¬ 
gether and the structure around it 
evolved out of my imagination. 

“There is a willow tree right by 
the house and I think that was my 
initial inspiration for its location. 


“Michelle then came to dress the 
interior. She made sure the kitchen 
and bedroom and the living room 
had a real feel of home to them.” 

Mr Whalley has had appreciative 
guests from across Europe, the US 
and Australia, who paid up to £200 
for a night in the Kentish woods. 
And he says he has visitors from 
Canterbury and Whitstable too. 

“If it’s right on their doorstep and 
if they still want to pay for a holi¬ 
day, then it must have some special 
appeal,” he said. 

“I did have a treehouse as a boy, 
but really it was just a few planks, 
ropes and some polythene. 

“I have tried to analyse the ap¬ 
peal of the treehouse and I think it 
goes way back - to a time when 
people felt that being off the ground 
ensured they were safe from things 
like flooding and wild animals. 
That’s the part that excites me. 

“It gives people the chance to es¬ 
cape into a fantasy location - back 
to where people lived in the far dis¬ 
tant past.” 

The treehouse is marketed via 
Kent Cottage Holidays, a company 
run by Mr Whalley and his wife.

THERE was precious little good 
cheer at the start of 2012, as 
economic problems took their 
toll at Thamesteel on Sheppey 
leading to its closure, leaving 
hundreds out of work and won¬ 
dering where the money they were owed was 
going to come from. 

French President Nicolas Sarkozy, meanwhile, 
was wading into efforts to refloat cross-Channel 
operator SeaFrance and save jobs. 

The Gurkhas were told 400 of them from 
across the UK would be cut from the British 
Army. With many based in Kent, it was a poor 
way of marking their dedication to serving our 
Armed Forces. 

Colonel Tim Collins, meanwhile, emerged as 
the frontrunner for the Conservative candidacy 
for the year’s Police and Crime Commissioner 
elections. 

And it was confirmed the Richborough Tow¬ 
ers would be pulled down - a memorable and 
much-loved landmark of east Kent. 


THE month got off to an icy start 
as heavy snow fell across most of 
the county. Fortunately, most of 
it fell over the weekend and 
quickly thawed. 

There was a very special birth¬ 
day celebrated, as fans from across the world 
united to mark the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of Charles Dickens. And no more so than in 
Kent, where the author spent much of his child¬ 
hood and returned for his final years. 

The first retro video game exhibition - Geek - 
took place in Margate and proved a hit, while 
ferry firms DFDS and LD Lines combined to 
launch a new cross-Channel service. 

Orpington businessman Christopher Tappin 



lost his battle against extradition and was flown 
to America where he faced charges of selling 
weapon parts to Iran. 

And water companies told us all to pray for 
rain as they prepared to usher in drought restric¬ 
tions. Never underestimate the power of prayer 
- it would rain pretty much non-stop for the next 
four months. 


IT MAY have been leaving many 
cold, but the runners and riders 
for November’s race for the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
started jockeying for position. 
Someone else hoping to stand 
out from the crowd was Maria O’Connor. The 
Sandwich restaurant owner was one of the 
candidates hoping to win favour with Lord 
Sugar in BBC’s show The Apprentice; she didn’t 
and was the first to be fired. 

In Canterbury, the Westgate Towers were 
closed to traffic amid warnings of traffic chaos. 
Almost a year later and the row rumbles on. 

There was more doom and gloom with the an¬ 
nouncement Kingsnorth Power Station was to 
close, while Manston Airport was put up for sale 
by owners Infratil. 

Meanwhile, the county bid an emotional fare¬ 
well as thousands gathered from miles around to 
watch the Richborough Towers come crashing 
down in dramatic fashion. 

There was also a special service to mark the 
2 5 th anniversary of the Herald of Free Enterprise 
disaster in which 193 people lost their lives.

ANOTHER maritime anniversa¬ 
ry was marked in 2012 with 
the 100th anniversary of the 
sinking of the Titanic - and we 
highlighted those in Kent caught 
up in the tragedy. 


Dr Rowan Williams confirmed he was step¬ 
ping down as the Archbishop of Canterbury at 
the end of the year - sparking much debate as to 
who would replace him. 

Another high-profile departure was Kaddy 
Lee Preston who quit BBC South East, although 
she does continue to pop-up on our screens in a 
freelance capacity. 

Music fans were a tad underwhelmed as the 
Hop Farm Festival confirmed Bob Dylan as its big 
name headliner; he had performed at the gig just 
two years before. 

As the start of the Olympic Games drew ever 
closer, Kent commuters were warned to expect 
travel chaos and start planning to work from 
home where possible during the event. 

THERE was surprise all round 
when Roy Hodgson was the 
shock appointment as the new 

«A€»jf England football manager. 

His CV as a player included 
stints at a host of Kent non¬ 
league clubs, among them Ashford, Tonbridge, 
Maidstone and Gravesend. 

Prince Charles flew in to the county by heli¬ 
copter for a tour of Knole House, while he would 
no doubt have been delighted by the many 
successes of Kent’s horticulturists during the 
Chelsea Flower Show. 

The local elections sprang one major surprise 
in Tunbridge Wells, when popular council lead¬ 
er Bob Atwood lost his Rusthall seat to Ukip’s 
Piers Wauchope. Mr Wauchope would be back 
for the Police and Crime Commissioner race, but 
not be so successful. 

There were red faces at Kent County Council 
as a former worker with the same name as leader 
Paul Carter found an admin mistake put 
£20,000 of the leader’s expenses into his bank 
account instead. 


THE month was dominated by 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, 
with 350 street parties taking 
place across Kent. 

However, the weather was less 
than kind, with the long week¬ 
end something of a wash-out. 

It was a glum weekend for Thanet, in particu¬ 
lar, as its beaches were forced to close after heavy 
rai n saw raw sewage flood into the sea. 

There was better news for Margate, however, 
as it was named one of the Portas Pilot towns to 
benefit from a cash injection and help from high 
street guru Mary Portas in reinvigorating its 
town centre. Dartford also got the nod, and Ash¬ 
ford would join the list later in the year. 

Labour and the Tories unveiled candidates for 
the PCC elections, but it was apparent whipping 
up interest in the election would be tricky. 


THE summer arrived - albeit in¬ 
termittently with the rain tum- 
W--V bling down for most of it; al- 
though at least it meant the 
hose-pipe ban introduced in 
April was called off. 

The festival season was in full swing with big 
crowds for both Lounge on the Farm and the 
Hop Farm Festival... although not big enough 
for the latter which was a financial flop. 

Kent County Show was severely hit by the 
rai n with car parks becoming swamps and or¬ 
ganisers forced to close them. 

We estimated the wet weather had cost the 
county’s economy some £10 million. 

However, the rain could not dampen the spir¬ 
its created by the arrival of the Olympic torch. Its 
procession through the towns was greeted by 
hundreds of thousands. It spent three days in the 
county, and we welcomed it warmly.

JUST one word to described Au¬ 
gust - and that was ‘Olympics’. 
We were transfixed by the sport- 
ing spectacle which passed off 
in gloriously successful fashion. 

Even the predicted travel prob¬ 
lems didn’t materialise as the county made 
alternative arrangements. Sport clubs reported 
a big spike in interest too as the feel-good effect 
radiated far and wide. 

Meanwhile, Ann Barnes was the surprise 
entry into the race to become the PCC. She re¬ 
signed as chief of the Kent Police Authority - 
which was being disbanded to make way for the 
new post - and stood as an independent. 

Shopping giant Bluewater provided some good 
news after hinting at major expansion plans and 
the creation of 1,5 00 new jobs. 

K College, however, planned to cut 140 jobs 
and put plans for a state-of-the-art Ashford cam¬ 
pus on ice amid financial concern. 

Meanwhile, the pong which pervaded the 
county was less of a laughing matter. We re¬ 
vealed it was due to farmers spreading fertiliser 
on their fields, but it created a bit of a stink. 

AS KENT on Sunday celebrated 
its 10th birthday, popular BBC 
show the Antiques Roadshow 
rolled into Chatham. 

The Hop Farm Festival organ¬ 
isers revealed it had made losses 
and would slump into administration. It seemed 
inevitable it would not be returning in 2013. 

KCC confirmed a £60m shortfall in its 
2013/14 budget which, inevitably, heralded yet 
more cuts... Not that former KCC managing di¬ 
rector Katherine Kerswell was feeling the pinch. 

After pocketing a £420,000 pay-off at the end 
of 2011, she re-emerged with a £142,000 job in 



the Cabinet Office. Nice work if you can get it. 

Financial problems at K College continued to 
rumble on, with unions calling for strike action... 
the full extent of its problems would not be re¬ 
vealed until later, however.

THE full scale of the crisis at K 
College was revealed with £16m 
debts, hundreds of jobs hanging 
in the balance and question 
marks over the future of sites in 
Folkestone, Dover and Ashford. 
Celebrity chef Richard Phillips won back his 
Michelin star for Tunbridge Wells restaurant 
Thackeray’s, but Reed’s in Faversham had its 
taken away after more than 20 years. 


A huge leisure park, backed by Hollywood film 
studio Paramount, was unveiled for Gravesend, 
promising thousands of jobs and a major boost 
to tourism. 

Meanwhile, the 25th anniversary of the great 
storm which swept through the county was re¬ 
membered. 

There was sad news too, as the father of tragic 
murder victim Claire Tiltman died. 

Cliff Tiltman had hoped to finally see the per¬ 
son responsible for his daughter’s death in 
Greenhithe in 1993, when she was just 16, 
brought to justice. 

And charities said they were being deluged by 
a huge spike in calls in the wake of the Jimmy 
Savile paedophile allegations.

AFTER all the talk, we finally 
took to the polls to elect our first- 
ever PCC. Well, 16 per cent of us 
did at least. However, despite the 
poor turnout, there was no dis¬ 
puting the winner; Ann Barnes 
won in every part of the county. 

Manston received a boost as Dutch airline 
KLM unveiled it would be running £99 return 
flights to Amsterdam from next April, while Kent 
County Cricket Club said staff were under threat 
of redundancy as it looked to balance the books. 

Dr Justin Welby was appointed the new Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, while Ian Patel, editorial 
director of Kent on Sunday, left his post after 
more than 10 years. 

Hollywood’s Brad Pitt and Angelina Jolie 
stayed in Canterbury for a few days while Brad 
filmed his latest movie at the former Pfizer site. 


SO the end of the year came 
round and we found ourselves, 
surprise surprise, with wet 
weather - a recurring theme. 

Rail operators and MPs 
emerged from a meeting pleased 
with reassurances that when snow came the 
county would not grind to a halt. With comedy 
timing, we had a dusting a week later and, you 
guessed it, the network waved a little white flag. 

The end of the world on December 21 didn’t 
materialise, while the Rolling Stones did, on 
stage at the 02 Arena. The Dartford rockers 
weren’t cheap to see though - even the cheap 
seats cost more than £100. 

The 2011 Census results were revealed - with 
6,700 Jedi Knights found to be living in the county! 

And, in a year dominated by the Olympics, 
there was much talk of the much-discussed lega¬ 
cy which we had been promised. 

The debate on that, rumbles on...

Different approach to Manston 


TIM SPURRIER, of Thanet Green Party, questions whether airport 
would become a more profitable venture if it did away with the planes? 


SINCE Manston Airport is up 
for sale, news of new flights to 
Amsterdam’s Schiphol Airport 
is not a guarantee this strug¬ 
gling business will succeed. 

The delight of Sir Roger Gale 
MP and Kent County Council 
at the deal should be put into 
perspective. 

It has been followed shortly 
and sharply by the announce¬ 
ment, at a safe distance in New 
Zealand, that Manston owners 
Infratil are looking at a change 
of use in the hope that it will be 
easier to sell; they are losing 
millions on the airport. 

It is ironic that Conservative 
Party members, including Sir 
Roger, with their belief in the 
free market, have been suggest¬ 
ing subsidies to the business in 
the form of phasing out of air 
passenger duty - particularly 
given that aviation is the single 
fastest growing cause of green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

Thanet Green Party is sure a 
lot of people would like to stop 


paying their taxes, but public 
coffers can scarcely be bulging 
with money to throw at failing 
airports when our NHS is see¬ 
ing cuts of some £15 billion 
over the next three years. 

Kent Green Party has long 
proposed that alternative uses 
be looked at for Manston, par¬ 
ticularly for the possibility of 
it being converted to a major 
leisure facility. 

The plans were derided as 
“pie in the sky” by Roger Gale, 
who asked: “Where would the 
money come from?” 

Perhaps if he, and others, had 
not been so single-mindedly 
fixated on the airport as the eco¬ 
nomic saviour of east Kent they 
could have considered the 
Green Party’s suggestions. 

The economic impact of a 
busier Manston has been found 
to be less than most people 
would anticipate. 

A report by consultants 
Parsons Brinckerhoff found: 
“Given that Manston Airport 


employs a proportionately 
large workforce for a small 
throughput, growth of passen¬ 
gers and freight in the short 
term may not necessarily lead 
to significant employment and 
economic impact.” 

Meanwhile, Gravesend has 
won a £2bn deal for a major 
leisure centre anticipated to 
create 27,000 jobs. 

There is no use crying over 
lost opportunities, but we be¬ 
lieve it is imperative, as Kent 
Green Party has long suggested 
- and owner Infratil itself is 
now considering - that alter¬ 
native and sustainable uses for 
the site are explored as a matter 
of some urgency. 

Thanet Green Party would 
note that some €365 million is 
available from the European 
Commission next year through 
its smart cities and communi¬ 
ties partnership. The fund is 
there to put into motion sus¬ 
tainable integration of energy, 
transport and IT technologies.

With Thanet a growing hub 
for the renewables industry 
we are sure some funds could 
be harnessed for our area in a 
positive, job-creating manner. 

We would note that both Sie¬ 
mens and Vestas have been 
looking to invest millions in 
turbine plants in the UK. There 
are other options for Manston 
and it is time policymakers be¬ 
gan to take them seriously. 

The Government needs to 
stop subsidising the aviation 
industry to the tune of billions 
of pounds - not subsidise it 
further. There is little time left 
for excuses; the Government 
urgently needs to encourage 
low-carbon and higher capaci¬ 
ty transport. 

Failure to tax aviation fuel, 
and choosing not to levy VAT 
on tickets and aircraft, amounts 
to a subsidy worth around 
£10bn every year in the UK 
alone. Stop airport expansion 
and shift shorter air journeys to 
the railways.

Grounded by 
traffic woes 

ALONG with attempts to revive 
expansion plans at Heathrow 
and Gatwick, and rescue failing 
airports at Lydd, Manston and 
Medway, these ideas are beset 
with hugely expensive airport 
infrastructure proposals that 
would increase air pollution, 
noise and the UK’s contribu¬ 
tions to greenhouse gases and 
climate change. 

The latest proposals for 
an airport off the Goodwin 
Sands would cause a massive 
increase in traffic on east 
Kent roads already seriously 
congested, and lower air 
quality and property values. 

Consider this from the point 
of view of the potential traffic 
impact if a major airport was 
built in the estuary, on the 
Goodwin Sands or elsewhere. 

Heathrow had 25.7 million 
car movements by 2010, and 
is forecast to reach 34 million 
by 2020. 


There is no prospect that 
Kent’s existing or imaginable 
road structure could cope with 
such vehicle movements. 

If the Government is serious 
about building up employment 
in Kent it will support 
domestic tourism. 

It will aid owners of 
existing airports to follow the 
proposals being made for 
Rochester airport, and begin 
conversion of existing airport 
sites to other uses. All-weather 
leisure proposals should be 
considered for Lydd and 
Manston particularly. 

Given the cost of food, some 
of the land might well be 
economically and expeditious¬ 
ly returned to agriculture.

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Harking back to the 
traditions of the past 
to mark festive times

CHRISTMAS Day may be over 
but in medieval times the fes¬ 
tive season would be celebrated 
across the full 12 days up to 
and including January 6. 

For in the middles ages, the 
season was a very important 
time and many of its customs 
will seem very familiar - as 
food, drink, music and even 
pantomimes were popular. 

Other pastimes included 
hunting - although tourna¬ 
ments were banned by King 
Henry II, at Christmas and any 
other time of year. 

One celebratory drink of the 
time was wassail, which was 
served throughout the festive 
season. The name comes from 
the Old English words waes 
hael, meaning “good health.” 

A strong, hot drink - usually 
a mixture of ale, honey and 
spices - would be put in a large 
bowl, and the host would lift it 
and greet his companions with 
“waes hael”, to which they 
would reply “drinc hael” - 
“drink and be well.” 

Throughout the month, visi¬ 
tors to Dover Castle have had 
the chance to experience life in 
the 12 th century with special 
exhibitions and events giving a 
taste of how Christmas was cel¬ 
ebrated. 

Other customs, of the time, 
were developed as part of Chris¬ 
tian belief. Mince pies were 
baked in oblong casings to rep¬ 
resent Jesus’ crib, and it was 
important to add three spices -

cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg 
- for the three gifts given to the 
child by the Wise Men. 

The pies were not very large, 
and it was thought lucky to eat 
one mince pie on each of the 12 
days of Christmas, ending with 
Epiphany, January 6. 

Advent was a period of fast 
but Christmas itself was cele¬ 
brated with a feast, the most 
popular main course was 
goose, but many other meats 
were also served. Turkey was 
not brought to Europe from the 
Americas until around 1520. 
Then, because it was inexpen¬ 
sive and quick to fatten, it rose 
in popularity as a CJiristmas 
feast food. 

One dish, no longer con¬ 
sumed, was “humble pie” made 
from the “humbles” of a deer - 
the heart, liver and brains. 

While the lords and ladies 
ate the choice cuts, the serv¬ 
ants baked these less-appetis¬ 
ing pieces into a pie, which 
made them go further as a 
source of food-thus the phrase, 
“to eat humble pie.” 


The Christmas pudding of 
modern times evolved from the 
medieval dish of frumenty - a 
spicy, wheat-based dessert. 

In the middle ages, the 
Church would decorate trees 
with apples on Christmas Eve, 
which they called “Adam and 
Eve Day”. However, the trees 
remained outdoors. 

Holly, ivy, and mistletoe 
were all important plants - 
with traditions dating back far 
earlier than medieval times. 

It was believed that good 
spirits lived in the branches of 
holly, while early Christians 
believed the berries had been 
white before they were turned 
red by Christ’s blood, when he 
was made to wear the crown of 
thorns. 

Ivy was associated with the 
Roman god Bacchus - who 
was also associated with revel¬ 
ry - and was not allowed by 
the Church as a decoration un¬ 
til later in the middle ages, 
when it was believed it could 
help recognise witches and 
protect against plague. 

Carols, though very popular 
in the later middle ages, were 
at first frowned on by the 
Church but became popular 
anyway, with the the clerics 
eventually giving up their op¬ 
position 

The 12 Days of Christmas 
song also evolved from a musi¬ 
cal game. One person would 
sing a verse then another 
would add their own lines, re¬ 
peating the first person’s verse 
until each day had been com¬ 
memorated.

Harry Hill 


Just what the doctor ordered 

He’s not missing TV Burp at all... one of Kent’s top comics is back on the stage 


H ARRY Hill has not done 
a live stand-up tour for 
six years. But the Kent 
comedian is now back on 
the road - and it has been 
well worth the wait. 

In his new show, Sausage Time Live, 
the floppy-collared comic returns to 
dazzle on every level. 

For instance, he pledges to give us 
absolute proof that God exists, provides 
a section exclusively for Tongans, 
furnishes us with a summary of Harry’s 
Nan’s latest ailments, showcases the 
legendary Stouffer the Cat and offers a 
debut solo stand-up spot to Gary, Harry’s 
son, best known for his role as Alan 
Sugar in Harry Hill’s TV Burp. 

The funnyman, who has a home in 
Whitstable, promises performances by 
show band The Harrys, as well as a giant 
sausage. What’s not to like? 

Having grown up in Staplehurst and 
attended Cranbrook School, Hill will be 
bringing his tour to two venues in his 
home county, Tunbridge Wells’s 
Assembly Hall Theatre and The Marlowe 
in Canterbury. But despite his time away 
from the live circuit, fronting the award¬ 
winning TV Burp, his views on stand-up 
haven’t changed. 

“There’s never a serious agenda to my 
comedy,” he said. “I use a lot of slapstick 
and silly wordplay and puns. The show 
doesn’t have an overall theme. It’s just a 
load of silly stuff.” 

The comedian has been doing lots of 
warm-up shows and has relished the 
experience of performing live: “I’ve loved 
it - it gives you such a buzz. Hearing 
laughter is such an exciting feeling.” 

He adds that compared with the 
long-winded process of making TV 
shows, stand-up offers “freedom”. 

“For TV, there is a long time between 
writing a joke and getting a laugh. You 
have to write a script, have meetings, 
explain to the producer why it’s funny 


and shouldn’t be cut, and explain to the 
prop-maker what the prop should look 
like. Then you turn up and the prop is 
wrong. The new prop turns up 10 
minutes before filming but, even though 
it gets a laugh, the producer still wants 
to cut it. It’s a laborious process.” 

“Stand-up is so immediate. You have 
an idea in the morning and get a laugh 
in the evening. No one else can tell you 
what to do, apart from the audience. The 
audience is the ultimate arbiter. ” 

Hill, who gave up a career as a doctor 
to concentrate on stand-up two decades 
ago, is looking forward to the natural

high that comes with live performance. 

“At its best, stand-up is like a car race. 
You’re driving along and accelerating as 
the audience is laughing. You’re on such 
a roll that almost anything you say is 
funny. You’re not even thinking about 
it. It’s just automatic. 

“It’s like you’re constantly changing 
up a gear. You can even stop suddenly 
and then speed off again. It’s like you’re 
driving the audience. It’s an amazing 
feeling of power. You can understand 
why some performers go off the rails.” 

Having bowed out at the top by 
ending TV Burp in 2012 after 11 years 


on screen, new show Sausage Time Live 
will have all of his focus in 2013. 

“When you’re on stage, everything 
else has gone and you’re living in the 
moment. That’s what you’re aiming for 
in life. You’re not worried about the 
future or the past. It’s quite difficult to 
achieve. It’s the same effect as 
meditation or Class A drugs - probably. ” 
“Stand-up is what I’ve always wanted 
to do. It’s what I gave up medicine to do. 
It is the bedrock of everything I do.” 

The comedian, who has won multiple 
BAFT As and British Comedy Awards, 
did reveal a little about the show. 

“I have a whole shtick about Broken 
Britain. It’s a micky-take of Middle- 
England paranoia. I pick on someone in 
the audience and accuse them of putting 
their rubbish in their neighbour’s 
wheelie-bin. I get really angry about it. 

“We’re paranoid about this country 
falling apart because it is, but there’s 
nothing we can do about it. It’s finally 
caught up with us. I’m not saying why. 
I’m just taking the micky out of that 
over-reaction. I get furious with the 
audience for their misdemeanours 
because there is something really funny 
about people getting angry over trivia. 

“We’re obsessed with dividing up our 
rubbish and putting it in different bags. 
That’s so annoying. In one local 
borough, they distribute plastic bags for 
you to put your recycled rubbish into. 
Any system that relies on plastic bags for 
recycling is obviously flawed. ” 

Hill, who is married with three 
daughters and a son from a previous 
marriage, explains why he has been 
away from stand-up for so long. “TV 
Burp took up so much time. I wanted to 
tour, but I couldn’t do it to my family. 
Even when I was at home, I was having 
to watch TV all the time and was 
mentally somewhere else. 

“It was a great stress watching TV for 
hours and hours. You can do that for six 


weeks, but not for weeks on end. 

We felt we’d done all the jokes we 
could. How many more jokes are 
there to make about 
EastEnders? By the end, 
pseudo-documentaries like 
The 
Only 
Way Is 
Essex 
did the 
jokes for 
us.” 

And as Hill said, 
there were no regrets about 
pulling the plug on the 
popular TV show. 

“At the end of the last 
show, the production 
team were crying, but I felt 
like a weight had been lifted. 

The closest equivalent was 
when I gave up medicine. 

When I left Ashford hospital 
for the last time, I had this 
feeling of euphoria - I’m not 
missing TV Burp.” 

So back to the stage it is and 
there is no place Hill would rather 
be. “I’ve done it for a long time and 
I think it’s funnier now I’m older. 

It’s more incongruous. The older you 
are, and the higher your status, the 
less likely you are to be rolling around 
on the floor with a giant sausage.”

Asian fusion that will be able 
to compete with the big boys 


HESE days we’re spoilt for choice, 
with every kind of restaurant imagi¬ 
nable boasting food from practically 
every country in the world. 

The number of eateries serving 
Asian food also seems to have soared 
in the last decade, and so for one to stand out 
among the rest, they have to so something pretty 
special. 

I didn’t expect that something special to be 
found in the centre of Folkestone, but then I 
came across Zen Kafe. 

Located in the heart of the town, this unas¬ 
suming restaurant, sitting between a shoe shop 
and an old cinema, could easily have gone un¬ 
noticed. 

Boasting “Oriental fusion cuisine”, I feared a 
hotch-potch of different Asian foods and - as so 
often experienced in other fusion restaurants - 
nothing particularly stand-out. 

The restaurant is designed, as you would ex¬ 
pect, with Asia in mind, with authentic decor 
and - like many other modern Asian eateries - a 
nod to the contemporary. 

We sat at a cosy corner table with bench-style 
seating and ordered drinks before a friendly wait¬ 
ress took our food order. 

The menu boasted a selection of Asian favour¬ 
ites, from gyoza - deep-fried Japanese dumplings

- to the more familiar wasabi prawns and 
edamame beans. 

We ordered the Zen platter to share - this 
comprised spare ribs, sesame prawns toast, 
chicken gyoza and Vietnamese spring rolls. 

We also chose a separate order of salt-and- 
pepper ribs... just enough to tease those taste 
buds without leaving us too full, these tasty 
starters hit all the right notes, with fresh ingredi¬ 
ents and chilli heat running throughout. 

Next I chose the Thai chill ramen: ramen noo¬ 
dles topped with grilled chicken, fresh chilli, sug¬ 


ar snap peas, sweet corn, Chinese leaf and bean 
sprouts in a Thai sweet chilli soup. 

I’ve never been great with hot food, but this 
noodle dish was so fresh and tasty that I braved 
the chilli heat to wolf down mouthful after 
mouthful of this moreish plate of food (just days 
later, I chose this same dish at a well-known 
Japanese restaurant and it was not nearly as 
good.) 

My dinner guest chose the phad Thai and the 
Zen laksa curry: prawns, chicken, beef and roast 
pork cooked in a Malaysian-style curry with 
onions, peppers, fresh chilli, baby corn and sliced 
potatoes. 

This again packed punch with flavour and 
confirmed my earlier thoughts that this small 
restaurant, in the centre of a seaside town that 
has so often been knocked for its fading charm - 
at least in the recent past - could really be a 
contender among the big boys. 

Fresh, tasty food with a warm, authentic at¬ 
mosphere, it’s no wonder that Zen Kafe is - I 
later learned - a favourite with the locals. 

The bill came to £44.

Full house of shops 
was best gift of all 
for Creative Quarter 



WELCOME: Extra shops opened in The Old High Street at Christmas

ALL the retail properties owned 
by Folkestone regeneration 
group the Creative Foundation 
in the town’s Old High Street 
were open for business over the 
Christmas period. 

And the organisation has 
outlined its goals for 2013 - to 
encourage more tenants to 
relocate to the town and get 
them working together to im¬ 
prove job prospects and the 
economy of east Kent. 

Ioannis Ioannou, marketing 
and engagement manager, 
said: “We want to create a 
vibrancy about the area and 
a sense of community which 
will, itself, act as a way of 
attracting people.” 


One project under way is 
pop-up shops. 

Ioannou said: “An entrepre¬ 
neur may have a business idea 
but not want to commit to a 
year-long lease. So they can 
rent premises for two or three 
weeks and see if their idea 
works. 

“What’s the point in leaving 
properties empty when they 
can be used for tests and trials 
in this way?” 

The arts-led regeneration of 
Folkestone is masterminded by 
the foundation, which offers 
favourable rents for properties 
that have been brought back 
from dereliction. 

Acrosss the entire old part of 
the town that is covered by the 
project, 30 out of 41 retail units 
are occupied, and some of those 


unused are being brought back 
to useable status. 

All of the residential proper¬ 
ties are in use and 83 per cent 
of the studios have an artist, 
sculptor or other creative per¬ 
son on site. 

Success stories for the year 
include Driftwood Design, run 
by Christine McNicholas, 
which has progressed from a 
collection of wood acquired 
while walking a dog two years 
ago to a thriving store, while 
patisserie Fresh And Easy is 
moving to a larger store, as is 
The Cauldron Of Inspiration, 
which stocks items associated 
with alternative beliefs and 
magical rites. 

Guest stores open just for the 
Christmas period and set to 
close next week include cloth¬ 


ing and blankets store Sky¬ 
larks, vintage clothing and ac¬ 
cessories outlet Patsy’s and gift 
shop Mermaids And Seagulls. 

“We want to create an envi¬ 
ronment where businesses can 
feed off each other and assist 


one another,” said Ioannou. 
“We have seen an influx of 
young professional people with 
their families, some from Lon¬ 
don. Now we want to also make 
sure they tell the rest of the UK 
what we are doing here.” 


International recognition for call centre

Chairman steps down from harbour board 


ROGER Mountford, chairman 
of Dover Harbour Board, is to 
retire tomorrow (Monday) after 
12 years on the board. 

The Secretary of State for 
Transport, Patrick McLoughlin, 
has appointed the present 
deputy chairman, George 
Jenkins, as his successor. 

Mountford was appointed 
to DHB in January 2001 and 


became deputy chairman in 
May 2008. He has been 
chairman since January 2010. 

Mountford said: "I am very 
proud of the high-quality 
service that the Port of Dover, 
along with our ferry operators 
and cruise-line customers, 
provides to millions of 
passengers each year as well 
as supporting UK-European 


trade. We have made great 
progress in improving 
efficiency and safety as well 
as pioneering port master 
planning in the UK and 
delivering major projects." 

From 2001-09, while a 
board member, Mountford 
saw investment in the port's 
infrastructure reach £116 
million. Subsequently, as 


chairman, he approved a 
capital plan through to 2015, 
totalling some £85 million, and 
secured Government approval 
of the second ferry terminal 
scheme, which will be the 
biggest ever single investment 
in the port. 

The Government recently 
rejected a bid to privatise the 
Port of Dover.

fronts, first investing in property and buying my 
own portfolio and then teaching my daughter 
about money and investing. 

For the first 18 months (mid 2008-10) I had 
been reading books and attending courses, 
putting this learning to action, seeing what 
worked and what didn’t, and then learning to 
adapt to what was an incredibly volatile invest¬ 
ment market. 

Then in the second year and a half (2010-11) 
when my daughter started to ask me to buy her 
a property, I needed to draw on my personal 
beliefs about empowering young people and 
teaching them the value of money - it would 
have been too easy to buy her a house and hand 
it over. Would she have valued it and respected 
it? Or valued me and my gift? I don’t believe so. 

The second set of learning came in the process 
of working with my daughter 
to help her meet her goals. It 
had to come from her and 
there was a real Eureka mo¬ 
ment when Kimberley asked 
me to help her buy a house. 

I started to understand sev¬ 
eral critical lessons; she did 
not understand money like I 
did (through my past two 
years’ experience) and I need¬ 
ed to share that with her - to 
teach her the underpinning 
principles of managing money 
and buying a significant in¬ 
vestment. Then to explain 
the practicalities of viewing 
a property as a business in¬ 
vestment and not just an 
emot-ional purchase, as this 
would become the start of 
her portfolio... a property to 
remain in the family until it 
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was the right time to sell. 

In my non-economics 
brain it’s simple for indi¬ 
viduals to make an impact 
on the wider picture by 
remembering a few simple 
points. 

■ We are spending too 
much and disempowering 
society as generations 
learn they can do nothing 
and still get paid. 

■ Society costs too much 
- with an ageing popula¬ 
tion, the cost of pensions 
and healthcare will in¬ 
crease and it is already un¬ 
sustainable. 

■ If we all commit to 
becoming more self- 
sufficient, we will become 
less of a drain on Govern¬ 
ment taxes. So don’t rely 


on a Government pension - make your own. In 
my opinion, property is as safe as houses - we all 
need somewhere to live. 

■ As you start to invest in property and earn 
more income through your rental profits you are 
then in a position to spend more income in shops 
and so stimulate the local business economy. 

■ Business improves as everyone become more 
confident, sales improve and businesses pay 
more taxes and employ more staff. 

■ In buying property you provide decent homes, 
and people can then feel secure enough to move 
on to more employment. Jobs are available in the 
businesses that are now confident in their sales. 

■ As more people move into work, they are less 
of a drain and pay more tax. 

■ This rebalances the books and pays off the 
national debt. 

■ As we invest in property we fund the growing 
building trade (generating more confidence and 
taxes) and we start to regenerate the whole of 
the UK housing market - again taking the 
burden of property maintenance from the local 


authorities and into the hands of local investors. 

A win-win all round. The only challenge is 
educating people to the possibility. 

And then, of course, there is the thorny issue 
of lending. I firmly believe that it is possible to 
release £150,000-£200,000 from a personal 
residence and buy properties that can create up 
to £2,000 income a month, I have clients who 
are doing that with me. 

Investing in property that generates 10-15 
per cent return on your money means you are 
investing for cashflow rather than capital gain. I 
have heard of people buying property in central 
London and having to subsidise the mortgage - 
that is madness... gambling and dangerous. 

I am talking about providing decent housing 
for individuals and families that pay a fair rent in 
return for a home. If the property never changed 
in value over the next 10 years, it would not 
matter because you would have made a monthly 
income from the rent.

Small businesses record-checks 
‘presume guilt and stifle growth’ 


Specialist advice on providing a fair 
and equal workplace is well received 


DSH Chartered Accountants 
and Business Advisors has hit 
out at Revenue and Customs 
plans to relaunch a records- 
check campaign, saying the 
move will add extra red tape to 
the burden placed on SMEs. 

The Maidstone firm said 
the statutory record-checks 
loaded SMEs with more 
bureaucracy and would stifle 
growth. 

HMRC first piloted the 
assessment scheme in April 
2011 after saying checks were 
necessary to ensure that more 
firms were in a position to 
complete their tax returns 
correctly. 

Up until February 2012, 
3,431 checks had been carried 
out and. HMRC found more 
than a third of businesses had

an issue with record-keeping 
and 10 per cent of this group 
- more than 120 businesses - 
had issues serious enough to 
warrant a follow-up visit. 


The process was placed 
under review following 
complaints from the 
Federation of Small 
Businesses and other trade 
and professional bodies, which 
argued that the campaign 
added an extra barrier between 
small businesses and growth. 
However it was relaunched on 
Thursday, November 1, this 
year with very little publicity. 

Roy Coates, business 
partner at DSH, said: "We feel 
the Business Record Checks 
add an unnecessary burden to 
small businesses by 
presuming they are guilty until 
proven innocent. This inevitably 
creates a level of distrust 
between HMRC and SMEs, 
which will be counter¬ 
productive in the long term."

Now, it is working with Reece McAllister, of 
Chatham Grammar School for Boys, and Helen 
Phillips, of Bromley High School, during their fi¬ 


nal two years at school. 

It includes the chance to meet leading engi¬ 
neers and discuss intricate details about the pro¬ 
fession. 

They will also be guided on university courses 
and higher apprenticeships. 

Reece and Helen were awarded Bridge War¬ 
dens’ Scholarships through the Arkwright 
Scholarships Trust following a rigorous series of 
assessments including a two-hour aptitude test 
and a university-based interview. 
They are among more than 
300 A-level and sixth-form 
students from across the UK 
to be awarded Arkwright 
Scholarships this year. 

Sue Threader, a civil 
engineer and bridge 
clerk for the trust, said: 
“We are very committed 
to supporting the educa¬ 
tion and development of 
the engineers of the future 
and the Arkwright Scholar¬ 
ship Trust enables us to do 
r this. 

“Engineering offers many exciting 
and rewarding careers across a range of sectors. 
There is a national shortage of engineers and we 
need talented young people, such as Reece and 
Helen, to come into the field.

Biochemistry project inspires 
next generation of scientists 


BIOCFIEMISTRY is not generally the first thing 
on students' minds as they consider their 
careers, but a team of scientists in Canterbury 
hope to change that. 

They worked with pupils at the Simon 
Langton Grammar School for Boys to encourage 
interest in the sciences. 

The bioscientists from the University of Kent 
are working as part of a national Wellcome 
Trust-backed initiative. 

Together they examined the human myelin 
basic protein, which is a major constituent of the 
myelin sheath, the insulating layer surrounding 
nerve cells in the central nervous system. 

It is the latest step in the MBP2 project which 
started out as a pilot four years ago. 

Students taking part in the scheme presented 


their work at the inaugural Authentic Biology 
Research Symposium this month. 

Professor Mick Tuite, of the university's school 
of biosciences, said: "We have provided the 
impetus, research infrastructure and knowledge 
to develop this powerful and effective model for 
providing school students with an authentic 
research experience." 

Leading the scheme at the school, Dr Dave 
Colthurst, said: "We aim to inspire students by 
giving them opportunities to work alongside 
scientists and take part in original, innovative 
research. When we started the project, we had 
50 students taking part; this year we have over 
170, demonstrating how popular it is among 
students. Four years in and we can already see 
the positive effects this is having."

Encouraging signs that market 
should see growth in new year

PROPERTY businesses are adopting a posi¬ 
tive approach to investment opportunities 
when looking towards the early part of 
2013, according to a survey by Lloyds TSB 
Commercial. 

About a third (32 per cent) were aiming 
to increase their financial investments 
over the next three to six months. 

But they also reported several factors 
that are inhibiting growth - most notably 
a lack of confidence in the immediate pros¬ 
pects of an upturn in the economy. 

The latest Property Matters report found 
small to medium-sized property businesses 
in Kent are continuing to face challenges, 
including a lack of confidence around issues 
such as local planning policy, which con¬ 
tinue to impact on investment propects. 

The survey is based on interviews with 
financial decision-makers in a range of UK 
property businesses, comparing confidence 
among those operating in residential, 
commercial and major businesses. 

The report revealed 63 per cent of all 
small and medium-sized property busi¬ 
nesses in the area expect activity in the 
market to remain static in line with 64 per 
cent of SMEs nationally. 

Residential lettings should remain strong, 
with 45 per cent of local SMEs predicting

the market will prosper over the coming 
months, the same as the national figure. 

Of these businesses, 59 per cent of 
the region’s residential property companies 
said they were expecting to see strong per¬ 
formance in residential lettings, compared 
with 40 per cent of commercial operators. 
More emphasis is also set to be placed on 


house-build opportunities, with 40 per cent 
of commercial businesses in the South East 
planning to focus on this area of the market, 
compared with a third of SMEs nationally. 

Attitudes and confidence towards prop¬ 
erty portfolios in the region remained 
largely positive, with almost a quarter (23 
per cent) said they expected to see an im¬ 
provement in activity. 

John Worger, relationship director for 
Lloyds TSB Commercial in Kent, said: “It 
continues to be a challenging time for 
those operating in the property sector in 
the South East. It is welcome news that 
nearly a quarter of SMEs in the region plan 
to increase their financial commitment 
over the next three to six months. 

“The commercial sector and operators 
in residential also revealed an intention to 
invest for the future. 

“We continue to work closely with our 
customers and have a team of dedicated 
property managers focused on supporting 
and advising businesses operating in the 
residential and commercial sectors. 

“The Lloyds Funding for Lending initia¬ 
tive aims to foster an environment where 
businesses can invest for future growth 
while taking advantage of low-cost bor¬ 
rowing. 

“This will help businesses across a broad 
spectrum of industries, including those 
operating in the property market. ”

B ILLED as the brand that is ‘shockingly affordable’, 
Romania’s Dacia returns to the UK in January. 

Those with long memories may recall that 
Dacia didn’t exactly cover itself with glory 
during the late 80s and early 90s. It offered a 
flimsy 4x4 called the Duster, but this should not 
be confused with its namesake, spearheading a 
range of models arriving early in 2013. 

Since that troubled debut and swift departure, 
Dacia has been taken over and modernised by 
Renault to offer a budget option in a Renault 
group portfolio that also includes Nissan. 

Demand for cars from this revitalised Dacia 
has been so strong in mainland Europe that it 
looked increasingly as though building stock 
to suit British right-hand-drive needs was well 
down the priority list. 

But it’s happening now and the prices will 
challenge the established order; the Duster SUV 
is priced from just £8,995 and the Sandero 
supermini from £5,995. What’s more, these 
can be acquired on eye-catching Personal 
Contract Purchase (PCP) deals that mean the 
Sandero, for instance, costs just £69 a month to 
run for three years after a deposit of £1,845. 

Dacia says that makes the Sandero Britain’s 
most affordable new car, costing little more 
than some gym-membership packages or 
satellite TV subscriptions. 

And while the Dacia warranty is the 
industry’s normal three-year/60,000 miles 
rather than five- and even seven-year tickets 
from some, five-year/60,000 miles and seven- 
year/100,000 miles upgrades are available for 
£395 and£850 respectively. 

Will you need it? Well, peace of mind is 
always worth having, but by the very nature 
of their no-frills engineering and avoidance of 
fancy add-ons, there would appear to be little 
that can go wrong on these budget cars. 

The point is born out by Dacia being voted 
‘Europe’s most reliable car brand’ in a survey of 
30,000 car-owners in five western European 
countries last year. 

And the Duster has already earned a 
significant plaudit, ‘Bargain of the Year’ in the 
2012 Top Gear magazine awards, based on 
taking a 4x4 version to the Peruvian Andes and 
what is said to be one of the most dangerous 
roads in the world. 

The magazine summed up the Duster’s 
performance with “No car in the world offers 
more freedom for your quid than the Dacia 
Duster”. 

The Duster is available with front-wheel-drive 
and full 4x4, but there will also be a version of 
the Sandero supermini with some SUV styling. 

Called the Sandero Stepway, this arrives soon 
after the Duster and Sandero itself and is priced 
from £7,995. 

Riding slightly higher, it is easier to get in 
and out of, offers a better view out and comes 
with the ‘funky chunky’ look, front and rear 
scuffplates, wheelarch extenders and roof-bars.

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Style with serious intent from 
Hyundai's fabulous load-lugger

THERE has been a trend towards style over func¬ 
tion in modern-day estate cars. 

Just check out the lexicon used to replace the 
humble term ‘estate’: we’ve now got tourers, 
sport tourers, sports wagons, tourings and even 
Audi’s distinctive Avant. 

So it’s no surprise that Hyundai insists the es¬ 
tate spin-off from its i30 Ford Focus/VW Golf 
challenger should be known as the Tourer. 

Where it differs from many rivals, though, is 
that, despite a fancy name and some style, it 
actually can mix it as a serious load-lugger; this 
car has one of the largest boot areas in its class 
and, with rear seats down, has the biggest over¬ 
all load space. 

Tie that in with typically competitive prices, 
all-round comfort and appeal, plus Hyundai’s 
five-year/unlimited-mileage warranty and you 
have a package that should be irresistible. 

Except that the Korean marque and sister brand 
Kia still suffer disinterest from badge snobs, 
although hard-nosed used car-buyers know a 
bargain when they see one and have caused 
Hyundai and Kia values to harden lately. 

Our i30 Tourer test car was in flagship Premi¬ 
um trim with the highest-output 128PS 
(127bhp) diesel and all the eco trimmings of 
Hyundai’s Blue Drive technology. 

And if you are a badge snob, then the £23,09 5 
list price might look expensive. 

Take the trouble to examine and drive the i30 
Tourer, though, and it is an education in how far 
Hyundai has come in just five years, since it 
launched the original and impressive i30 - first 
of its new-generation ‘i’ mainstream models. 

It’s obvious that cabin design, quality and 
functionality have been influenced by VW’s Golf 
- as with the new Kia Ceed. 

In Premium format, that also means leather 
seats, climate control, sharp-looking alloys and 
just about every other creature comfort.

And comfort is what you feel riding in this car, 
with good legroom for all, supportive seats, de¬ 
cent ride quality and a nice touch to the controls, 
leather-trimmed gearknob and steering wheel - 
the steering has three different weight settings. 

There is a little too much alloy-effect plastic 
finishing, though. It would be OK on the lesser 
versions but not on this top-of-range model, and 
I would argue that junior versions are a better 
buy, from £16,295 for the entry petrol, with the 
cheapest diesel from £17,995. 

Back to the positives, however, and it’s hard 
to imagine this car is a fuel-miser capable of 
64.2mpg according to the official combined 
cycle. 

The engine is smooth and responsive with a 
crisp six-speed gearshift, and you do find your¬ 
self pressing on more than you might expect. 

And this underlines how close Hyundai has 


come to leading European opposition: the Ford 
Focus might still be dynamically better to drive 
at the extreme; the VW Golf might say more 
about you image-wise; and the Audi A3 will 
definitely say more about you, but can you get 
all that the i30 offers for the price? 

And you get that warranty on top; it’s a 
powerful argument in tough times and you can 
envisage a sole trader or small business noticing 
the i30 and jumping at it, knowing the car can 
be driven to starship mileages or sold after three 
years with some warranty intact. 

The five-year guarantee is not given lightly. If 
its cars were not reliable enough to merit such 
back-up, then Hyundai’s image and profitability 
would be wrecked, but even if the car does fail, it 
is nice to know that Hyundai will sort the prob¬ 
lem - a confidence-booster that few rivals seem 
prepared to rival, match or exceed.

MAZDA is the first manufacturer to really fudge 
the diesel-versus-petrol argument when choosing 
a typical company or Mondeo/D-segment car. 

It will do that in January with the launch of its 
third-generation Mazda 6, priced from £19,595. 

The original car sparked a revival for the 
Japanese marque back in the early Noughties 
and, fittingly, the latest car now becomes the 
standard-bearer for new fuel, weight and emis¬ 
sions savings for Mazda’s Skyactiv technology. 

Unusually, there is just as much to get excited 
about on the petrol front as there is on diesel, 
the latter being the powertrain of choice for 
D-segment company-car-users over the past 
couple of decades. 

The new 2.0-litre Skyactiv-G petrol unit with 
either 145PS (144bhp) or 165PS (163bhp) out¬ 
puts is available in either sleek new ‘6’ four-door 
saloon or stylish yet practical five-door Tourer 
sporting estate. 

Thel45ps in saloon guise has C02 emissions 
of 12 9g/km (131 g/km Tourer), putting it among 
the class-leaders in the upper-medium segment 
and incurring road tax of £100 and £120 a year 
respectively while returning 51.4 (Tourer 50.4) 
on the official combined fuel cycle. 

By mixing competitive list price and low emis¬ 
sions, the 2.0-litre 145ps SE entry model also 
has the lowest monthly benefit-in-kind tax 
figure of all 36 new Mazda6 models. 

A monthly company car benefit-in-kind tax 
cost of £52 for a basic-rate taxpayer or £104 for 


a higher-rate taxpayer means the bill is lower 
than its equivalent for the sector-leading BMW 3 
Series - the BMW 320i EfficientDynamics has 
the lowest CO 2 emissions figure (124g/km) in 
the class but a higher on-the-road price 
(£25,730) means a tax burden of£64/£128. 

Mazda says there are similar savings across 
the new 145PS petrol line-up of saloons and 


Tourers versus its BMW rival. And Mazda fleet 
sales chief Steve Tomlinson also makes the point 
that not everyone wants diesel. 

He said: “Diesel models account for approxi¬ 
mately 90 per cent of upper-medium-sector 
company-car sales because many drivers are 
clocking up high annual mileages. 

“However, there is a section of the company- 


car-driving population that requires an upper- 
medium-sector car to meet work or lifestyle re¬ 
quirements but do not drive quite as many miles.” 

Mindful that it won’t change attitudes over¬ 
night, despite increasing speculation petrol is 
fighting back, Mazda is offering a choice of diesel 
power, too: the 2.2-litre Skyactiv-D 150PS (149bhp) 
and 175PS (173bhp) priced from £22,340.
